Bish said he agrees with 
Rogers’ judgment that the 
Democratic governor can be 
beaten next year. 


“Contrary to what many peo­ 
ple say. 1 think Exon is very 
vulnerable.” Bish said. "I think 
some issues will start to arise in 
the near future” 
But, Bish said, in reaching his 
own decision, he must consider a 
new personal element — an “op­ 
portunity” in the business world 
which needs an immediate 
response if it is to remain open 
“ If I decide not to run. I 
should tell people as soon as 
possible,” he noted. “And if I 
daide to run, I’ve got to get 
busy. So 1 had better decide 
within a week. ” 


Whether he runs or not, Bish 
said, he thinks a primary contest 
would be healthy. 


“Contrary to what a few so- 
called potential candidates may 
say, this party is not closed by 
any hierarchy. This party is 
open 
"I suspect some critics simply 
do not have the intestinal for­ 
titude to run or they want a free 
ride. 
“I encourage people who are 
interested to come forward. This 
IS the party where things are 
going to happen.”

Bob Daily, manager of rural 
elevators for Lincoln Gram C’o 
estimated the value of the gram 
to be in excess of $130.000 He 
said the replacement value of 
the elevator and annex would be 
about $100.000 


Daily said the elevator was 
built in 1932 He said there had 
been three small fires in the 
“head house” containing the 
grainn'arrying mechanism at the 
top of thè elevator m previous 
years, but that all had been 
extinguished before serious 
damage resulted. 
The elevator is located in what 
used to be the village of 
Woodlawn, located just south of 
U.S 34 about one-half mile west 
of the north gate to the Lincoln 
Air Park

The Cairo command reported two Israeli thrusts 
Tuesday at the Suez Canal Tel Aviv said an Israeli 
task force penetrated Egyptian territory on the 
west bank of the canal and was making commando- 
style strikes less than 100 miles from the L^ gyptian 
capital 
President Anwar Sadat of Egypt warned that he 
might unleash missile war against Israeli cities 
Tanks slugged it out m major battles m Syria, and 
the Syrian command said the fighting continued 
into the night 
The Egyptian command said Israeli armor 
assaulted a beachhead at about noon and tried to 
cross the canal about 2 ,30 p m at another point 
Both battles were m the central sector of the 103- 
mile waterway, according to the Cairo account 
Both attacks were thrown back, the Cairo com­ 
mand said. 
The Israeli command had no immediate com­ 
ment on the reported battles 
The command said L^ gyptian air power turned 
the tide in the Israeli assault on the beachhead 
Israel claimed its task force on the west bank ot 
the canal was striking at F^iy-ptian antiaircraft mis­ 
sile batteries and artillery No point along the canal 
is more than 100 miles from the Egyptian capital 


President Anwar Sadat warned that Egypt has 
missiles ready to carry the Arab attack into “the 
very depths of Israel,” if the Israelis attack the 
Arao heartland But he added that he is ready to 
accept a cease-fire and attend a U.N. peace con­ 
ference if Israel pulls out of all Arab lands occupied 
since 1967. (More on Page 2.) 


Later in the day, Premier Golda Meir told the 
Israeli parliament she has received no cease-fire 
offer “ from any source” She said the Egyptian 
drive into the Sinai had been blunted after 11 days 
of fierce desert tank battles, and added 
“The time for a cease-fire will come indeed when 
the enemy’s strength has been broken 
"I have been asked repeatedly. When will it 
end?’, ” she said. “ My answer is. when we manage 
to defeat the enemy. ” 


The Israeli push into Syria has slowed markedly 
in the last two days and observers believed the 
brunt of Israeli firepower may have been turned to 
the south against the Egyptians in the Sinai 
The White House announced in Washington that 
President Nixon will meet Wednesday with four 
Arab foreign ministers A spokesman for the four 
— from Saudi Arabia, Algeria. Kuwait and Moroc­ 
co — said they want to ask Nixon about “ U S in­ 
volvement in the war.” 
Sen Mike Mansfield, the Senate Democratic 
leader, proposed to Nixon that he take the lead in 
calling a meeting with the leaders of the Soviet 
Union. France. West Germany, Britain and .Japan 
in an effort to stop the war. 
Arabs Increase 
Crude Oil Cost 


Kuwait (AP) — The six largest oil producing 
countries on the Persian Gulf announced a 17^^ 
price increase in their crude oil early Wednesday, 
but said the move had nothing to do with the Mid­ 
dle East war 
The price increase — from $3.12 to $3.65 a barrel 
for standard light Arabian crude — is not expected 
to affect the U.S. consumer right away. The most 
direct immediate affect is likely to be on Europe 
and Japan which depend mostly on the Middle 
East for their oil. 
The United States depends upon the Middle East 
for about 6% of its oil needs

Travesty— Russo 


By MILAN WALL 
filar Staff Writer 
Daniel Ellsberg':^ co­ 
defendant in the Pentagon 
I^ apers trial Tuesday labeled a 
“real travesty” the word that 
Henry Kissinger had been 
awarded the Novel Peace Prize 


"It takes the meaning out of 
the prize.” said Anthony Russo. 
“ I can’t think ot anvoiie who has 
contributed more to war and to 
genocide.” 


Russo was in Lincoln to speak 
to University ot Nebraska 
students, who gathered 70-strong 
in the student union Tuesday 
afternoon to hear him 
Earlier, at a news conference, 
he blamed Kissinger tor helping 
create a “new system ot balance 
of power” that “really involves 
much too much coercion and 
military force. 


“ I see Kissinger as a real 
master of the art of tacit 
bargaining.” Russo told 
reporters. 


Tacit bargaining, he said, in­ 
volves a “science in which you 
have to lie. to threaten, to 
promote a given policy ” 
•‘Kissinger is inscrutable," he 
said “What is apparent is never 
real” 
Awarding him the Nobel prize 
“ is 
one ot 
the 
worst 
developments 1 could imagine," 
said Russo 


It was Russo who was tried 
with Ellsberg in connection with 
the pulbic release of the Pen­ 
tagon Papers, the Defense 
Department-ordered history of 
American involvement in the 
Vietnam war. 


Both men once worked at the 
Rand Corp.. the “think-tank" 
which was involved in much of 
the research on Vietnam

Kissinger and others like him 
“ I see as kind ot witch doctors,” 
said Russo. “I don’t think these 
men are good for this country in 
any way.” 


Later, Russo was applauded as 
he stepped onto the podium to 
speak to students in the student 
union 
Speaking quietly, he reviewed 
portions of the history of the In- 
dtK’hina conflict, the Pentagon 
Papers trial and the Watergate 
scandal 


He said he feared Watergate 
may be a "kind of sunset effect 
on democracy,” and he urged 
students to throw off apathetic 
attitudes. 


Criticizing stHrecy in govern­ 
ment. Russo said the American 
people need to demand that 
tho.se in government 
come 
clean” 
Earlier, he had told reporters 
he had faith only in the 
American people, saying without 
the attention given the Pentagon 
Papers trial he believes the mis­ 
trial that freed him might never 
had been possible 
Because ot feelings ot 
powerlessness, 
there is a 
cynicism abroad in the land,” he 
told the student audience 
"We can fight it if we have the 
will.” he said. “You can't tell 
how the future is going to change 
without putting your.self into the

Kissinger, Tho Win Nobel Peace Prize 


OSLO, Norway (AP) — Secretary of State Henry 
A Kissinger and Le Due Tho of North Vietnam 
were awarded the 1973 Nobel Peace Prize Tuesday 
for fashioning the cease-fire which officially ended 
the Vietnam war. 


Mrs. Aase Lionaes, chairwoman of the Nobel 
committee, announced the award would be shared 
equally bv the architects of the truce, who con- 
ducteti 42 months of on-and-off, tough negotiations 
in Paris before reaching agreement in January.. 


In a brief statement, Mrs. Lionaes said the prize 
winners “had acted in accord with Alfred Nobel’s 
idea ... that conflicts should be solved through 
negotiations and not by war.” 
Asked if the choice had been difficult, Mrs. 
Lionaes said, “no.” 


Kissinger. 50. and Tho. 62. a member of the 
North Vietnamese Politburo and the first ranking 
member of a Communist government to win the 
prize, will each receive 255,000 Swedish crowns, or 
about $60,000, the Nobel medal and the peace prize 
diploma. 
The presentations will be made in a formal 
ceremony at the University of Oslo Dec. 10. Mrs. 
Lionaes said she hoped both winners would attend. 
She said both had been notified immediately before 
the public announcement at the Nobel Institute. 


Kissinger was attending a White House meeting 
on the Middle East when he received the word. He 
was beaming as he left to drive to the State Depart­ 
ment, saying, “I’m very pleased.” No comment 
was available from Tho. 


President Nixon said, “By jointly citing Dr 
Kissinger and Le Due Tho, the Nobel Committee 
has also given deserved recognition to the art of 
negotiation.” which Nixon said “will be more es­ 
sential than ever as we seek to build and maintain a 
structure of peace in the world.” 
Kissinger, who was Nixon’s chief national securi­ 
ty adviser when he negotiated the cease-fire, is the

16th American to win the peace prize. Tho is the 
first Asian to be so honored. 
Four other U.S. secretaries of state have won the 
Nobel Peace Prize — Elihu Root in 1912, Frank 
Kellogg in 1929. Cordell Hull in 1945 and George C. 
Marshall in 1953. 
A total f 47 candidates had been nominated tor 
the 1973 prize, including Nixon and Yugoslav Presi­ 
dent Tito. 
The winners had been proposed by University of 
Oslo professor John Sanness, a committee member 
since 1970 and one of Norway’s best known foreign 
affairs analysts. 


Kissinger and Tho earned their prize the hard 
way — in hundreds of hours of tense and 
exhausting secret talks that often looked virtually 
hopeless. 


Their meetings began in 1969. in such secrecy 
that Kissinger sometimes traveled to them by sub­ 
way to avoid attracting the attention of newsmen. 
When they ended in a blaze of news and televi­ 
sion coverage in January, they were still nominally 
secret. But Kissinger and Tho found themselves 
followed wherever they went in Paris by scores ot 
newsmen and photographers.

Pogers and Secretary of Defense 
Melvin H Laird claimed in 1971 
the government was abiding by 
the rules, in fad it was not doing 
so. 


"As the (ambodia staff in- 
iTpased it assumed additional 
duties and became more in- 
\olved with the Cambodian 
m ilitary. F.xcept for not 
assigning advisers to specific 
field units, MFDT operated 
much the same as a military 
assistance advisory group," the 
rc'port said. MFDT stands for 
Military equipment Delivery 
Team.

Presuma bly , Nix o n ha d felt a t tha t time tha t news lea ks 
were tending to indict Ag new in a dv a nce. 


Indeed that is an important elem ent of our system of 
ne t ice but so much ot the concern in this area of things 
tends to overl(» ok another important part of the system It 
was nev« >r intended, obviously, that a jury be uninform ed 
before it could be em paneled.

T he im portant thing about a jury is that it affirm its 
a hilitv to I'onsider tairly only the evidence presented to it 
Hut what we seem so often to be I(M)k ing for is a jury- that 


k now s absolutely nothing in advance about the (*ase it in­

1 ha t is a simple impra ctica lity in this da y a nd a g e. We 
suspect, in ta ct, tha t it a delense a tto rney ra n o nto so meo ne 
who knew no thing a bo ut his detenda nt's pro blem when the 
ca se wa s a sensa tio na l o ne, tha t a tto rney mig ht no t wa nt 
such a n indiv idua l o n the jury . 
Such an individual would have to bt' of such a peculiar 
nature or way that he would autom atically be a highly 
(piestionable juror Probably neither the defense nor the 
j>rosecution would want him 


★ 
What you want is not an individual on the jury who has 
heard, seim or rt‘ad nothing about a ca.se, but rather, one 
who can state with conviction that he would not allow this 
advance intorm ation to prejudice him in rendering a verdict. 
Now if. indeed, you can find such a person, it really 
would m ak e no difference what he thought about the guilt or 
innoi ence of the accused The essential thing is that he look 
only at the evidence presented in court, w ithout considera­ 
tion ot his prior opinions. 
No w, it ma y seem tha t this is a sking to o much. But 
wo uld it be ea sier to find a n indiv idua l who co uld disreg a rd 
his prio r o pinio n o r o ne who ha d no o pinio n a t a ll? 
It is our feeling that the form er would be the easier. 
Before Agnew's adm ission of income tax evasion, it is very 
lik ely that the vast m ajority ot people already had an opinion 


as to his guilt or innocence. 
★ 
Had the Agnew case ever gone to trhil. the opposing at­ 
torneys would never have found a jury of people w ithout 
some advance k nowledge of the case. It is doubtful that they 
could even have found individuals w ithout any opinion at all 
as to the guilt or innocence of the accused. 
This does not m ean that we ought to forget about com ­ 
munications that might prejudice a jury’ in advance but it 
d(K*s suggest we might be giving the m atter m ore weight 
than it is entitled to. .And in doing so, we tend to abort the 
legal system itself 
A fa ir tria l, a lter a ll, is essentia l to o ur sy stem. If we 
co ntinue to threa ten the a chiev ement o f this thro ug h a mis­ 
g uided co ncern to r pre-tria l publicity , we wo uld do o urselv es 
no g o o d. 
Modern com m unications what they are. we can easily 
btHimie paranoid on the subject. We could, so to speak , 
throw out the babv because we don't lik e the bath w ater.

A Pentagon official told a House subcom m ittee 
holding hearings on presidential security this week 
that it cost tax payers $640,(XK) to m aintain Cam p 
David, the presidential retreat in M aryland, during 
the 19 73 fiscal year, com pared to costs ranging 
from $118,000 to $148,0C0 annually during P resident 
Johnson's tenure. Those are costs incurred by the 
nulitary for security operations. 


The com m ittee has also been shown cost 
figures for securing other presidential residences, 
such as San Clem ente, the LBJ Ranch, a Kennedy 
hom e at Palm Beach, the Eisenhow er farm , H arrv 


T rum an’s hom e in Independence and FD R 's cot­ 
tage at W arm Springs. Ga.. and his mansion at 
Hyde Park . N Y Since F D R 's and T rum an's tim es, 
the costs have spiraled upw ards, reaching the 
m ulli-million dollar level during the Johnson and 
Nix on years 


Much of it is due to inflation and m ore 
sophisticated equipm ent, as the Pentagon official 
said 
The increase in costs m ight also be attributed 
to the attitudes of an individual president — his im ­ 
portance as perceived by him, his fear of assassina­ 
tion. his ideas of what the public owes him. 
One thing hasn't changed. It is no m ore risk y to 
be president now than it was a hundred years ago.

Washington has seen m any ef­ 
forts to do just that about the

him self A curious recent ex am ­ 
ple was Sen 
Howard B ak er's 
f a tu o u s 
a ssu ra n ce

W a te rga te w as b e hind 
us. 
A nother is the evident desire of 
som e to treat the whole Agnew 
affair as a m inor unpleasantness, 
a ripple 
Avoidance and forgetfulness 
a re necessary pizlitical devices; 
we do not want a state of con­ 
tinuous battle. But there are 
som e questions that will not go 
away, and this is one. 
If Nix on had shak en the con­

Again, there would be a strong 
argum ent for accom m odation if 
Nix on had shown a willingness 
to learn from the traum a he has 
inflicted on the country — if he 
had any reserves of the hum ility 
that is the hallm ark of strength. 
But he has learned nothing. He 
k nows no course other than in­ 
sisting that all's for the best, that 
we have peace with honor, that 
the country grows richer by the 
hour. 
Anyone who .still hoped to Tnd 
som e residual dignity or sen­ 
sitivity in the man should have 
been disabused by the charade 
as he announced his choice of 
Gerald Ford for vice president. 
That scene in the F^ast Room of 
the W hite House was the most 
r e p e lle n t 
A m e ric a n p ub lic 
cerem ony in memory. 
The very idea of a televised 
tease over the nam e was con­ 
tem ptible. If it was to be a public 
occasion, it should have been a 
solem n 
one before Congress. 
The man who gave us Agnew — 
and M itchell and Stans and 


Colson and Liddy and Hunt and 
Krogh and Dean and M agruder 
and Chapin — grinned as he un­ 
veiled his nex t choice. There was 
not the slightest sense of respon­ 
sibility for what had passed, not 
the least reference to the grizzly 
reason for this occasion. 


The vulgarity of the scene 
w ould not ordinarily be worth 
noticing. But in this case, form 
and content w ere uncom fortably 
mix ed F'or the view er inevitably 
fo und him self ask ing: 
Why 
s ho u ld

m em bers of Congress have com e 
to l('nd them selves to such a per­ 
form ance? (Mik e M ansfield did 
have the sense to stay away.)

We lfa re De pt. Asks 
Extra $6 .4 Million

The Nebraska Department of 
Public Welfare submitted Its 
budget Tuesday, asking an ad­ 
ditional $6.4 
million to keep 
payments to the aged, blind and 
disabled at their current level, 
meet 
increasing costs of 
Medicaid and increase social ser* 
vices. But it delayed its 
recommendation for a cost-of- 
living increase to welfare 
mothers, ptmding the outcome 
of a study, according to director 
Lawrence L Graham 
The state’s maximum pay­ 
ment to a welfare mother with 
one child has remained at $124 
fx*r month for the last threi’ 
years 
An increase in the maximum 
payment would not be includc*d 
in the budget the first year, but 
would lake a .supplementary ap­ 
propriation 


The biggest increase in the 
budget was a $3 5 million re­ 
quest to keep old aged, ohnd and 
disability 
payments 
at their 
current levels as the federal 
government drops its well a r 
paym<>nts to those recipients and 
includes them in the Social 
Security system 
The tisleral government re­ 
quires that recipients on the 
program before the end of the 
year \w given state money to 
keej) their monthly payments 
from dropping as they are 


switched to Social Security. Don 
Leuenberger, an assistant to the 
director of the Department of 
Administrative Services, said 
that Gov J. James Kxon has 
asked that the budget also in­ 
clude state supplements to old, 
blind and disabled persons who 
apply for public assistance after 
the first of the year. 
The next largest increase is the 
state's half of an anticipated $6 
million increase in the cost of 
Medicaid 
Th state general fund would 
pay $16 million of the request­ 
ed $2 5 million increase in the 
cost of county welfare adminis­ 
tration 
The other large increase re­ 
quested is for a quarter of the 
cost of a requested $.3.1 million 
increase in day care and social 
services for adults and children, 
according to Luenberger 
The welfare dirci'tor said he 
would make a request for an In­ 
crease in the statutory max­ 
imum grants for welfare moth­ 
ers before the end of the year. 
He said a cost-ot-living study was 
now under way 
The $H 4 million requested in- 
crese would bring the state's 
''hare of wi'lfare costs to $.19 1 
million in fiscal 1975 
The budget was submitted to 
the Department of Adminis­ 
trative Servic(‘s and will go from 
there to the governor’s office 
and on to the legislature.

Planning Council (LCHPC) 
Tuesday endorsed Open Door 
Health Center plans to seek fun­ 
ding sufficient to continue the 
renter s operations until Aug 31. 
1974 
The Open Door renter, which 
arts as an information, referral 
and advwacy service for the 
poor. Monday was granted 
emergency funding of $3.495 
trom the City Council to con­ 
tinue operations for three 
months 
LCHPC action recommended 
funding for the renter in an 
amount ot S1.1H5 to $1 500 per 
month 


The health planners' endorse­ 
ment was in response to a report 
of an IX’HPC task force ap­ 
pointed a month ago to deter­ 


mine if the Open Door center 
wa« performing its intended 
functions and whether it was 
better able to serve the public 
than 
other 
existing 
organizations. 


“Generally, the conclusion of 
the task force is that there is no 
other single unit form or 
organization at this time which is 
accomplishing the goals of infor­ 
mation. referral and advocacy 
which the LCHPC has In­ 
tended." said the task force 
report 
"Further, there is evidence to 
suggest that the Open Door 
Health Center has had some 
degree of success in serving 
residents of Lincoln and Lan­ 
caster County who have a need 
for services of an information, 
referral and advocacy nature," 
The task force did, however, 
recommend the Open Door 


center take several "corrective 
actions" and said LCHPC should 
"perform a comprehensive 
review" of its activities prior to 
any future endorsement of fun­ 
ding requests 


The task force said, for exam­ 
ple, that the Open Door board of 
directors should "more clearly 
and narrowly define" the func­ 
tion of the center and the role of 
the executive director. 


“ Such a c tiv itie s as a 
neighborhood food-buying ser­ 
vice or housing referrals do not 
seem appropriate," said the task 
force 


The task force also suggested 
broader composition for the 
board of directors and closer 
(•(K)peration with the Lincoln- 
Lancaster County Health 
Department

Nearly all of the business indicators for Nebraska increased 
from June to July and the overall dollar-volume index was at a level 
of 175 9% of the 1967 average, according to Business in Nebraska, a 
monthly publication of the University of Nebraska-Lincoln 


Each of the five Individual sector indexes Increased from June 
to July, with agriculture and construction both up more than 10 
points, according to a review prepared by the College of Business 
Administration's Bureau of Business Research. 


Business indicators at both the state and national level con­ 
tinue to be well above 1972 paces From July 1972 to July 1973. the 
Nebraska dollar-volume index increased 18 7 % and the national in- 


dex 
,

For both Nebraska and the nation the agricultural index in­ 
creased more than the other sector indexes, followed in order by 
the manufacturing, construction, distributive and government sec­ 
tors 


Since inflation has accelerated during 1973, a large share of the 
doilar-volume increases can be attributed to jwice increases. The 
Nebraska phvsical-volume index increased only a.H^r from July 
1972 to July 1973. 


During this sam time span, agriciritural prices increased 38^'^ in 
Nebraska and .35 6' : nationally, while the national consumer price 
Index went up 5 7'7 and the wholesale index rose 12 7' 
Retail sales during the first seven months of 1973 expanded 
rapidly High farm incomes are believed to be contributing to sharp 
sales growth in non-metropolitan areas

good percentage. 
Rollin Schnieder. Extension

ty of Nebraska-Lincoln, added 
that tractor accidents on both 
farmsteads and roadways are 
down this year, too. The only in­ 
crease was in pedestrian deaths 
with 41 dead as of Oct. 3, as com­ 
pared to 20 in October, 1972. 
Ryan attributed these signifi­ 
cant reductions in accident 
statistics to safety emphasis

mate* at the Penal Complex 


"Shakedowns are a necessary 
and distastefu l operation, 
requ ired to control the constant 
flow of contraband from all 
areas of the Penal Complex," he 
said, 


"There are inmates that will 
constantly try to conceal 
homemade weapons, chemicals 
and 
other m aterial, all 
dangerou s to the inmate popu la­ 
tion and to society," 
Bu t visiting citizens are also 
su bject to a shakedown, he 
noted 
“ A Penal Complex employe 
who indicates a bru tality streak 
!»r is overly zealous in his actions 
IS su bject to immediate dis- 
ru ssal.'* McPherson said 


"On the other hand, the Penal 
Complex employe who exhibits 
habits of good ju dgment, deals 
w ith inmates fairly and squ arely , 
who doesn’t bend the ru les, who 
follows the directives of his 
su periors to the letter, who can’t 
he ‘conned’ or ‘bou ght’ by the in­ 
mate is immediately classed hy 
the inmate popu lation as 'a 
tou gh gu y,’ and is constantly 
harrassed by the inmate popu la­ 
tion. with no power to legally 
retaliate. 


"In a day's time, this so-called 
‘tou ch guy gu ard' can be called 
every sort of obscene name, be 
spit on. have hu man excrement 
thrown on him. be splattered 
with paint, rou ghed u p if cor­ 
nered and even killed, and his 
only recou rse is to attempt to de­ 
fend himself withou t inflicting 
inju ry to the inmate, or su ffer 
disciplinary action or dismissal 
from his employment * 
As for inmate allegations of 
sadistic behavior by some 
gu ards. .McPherson said 
Sadism begins with an in- 
rrtite who steals a table knife 


from the dining room and pa.sses 
It to a known killer, hoping to 
gx'iin favor with his hero and. at 
the same time, possibly get to 
witness or help in the killing of a 
gu ard or another inmate ju st for 
the kicks' gained at the sight of 
blood 


“ Sadism is the gathering of 
bits of metal over long periods of 
lime to make a ‘bomb’ to drop 
on a gu ard or another hated in­ 
nate from three tiers above 
grou nd level. 


“ Sadism is the physical 
restraint of a you ng offender by 
several older inmates in order 
that the new offender can be 
sexu ally assau lted nu merou s 
times by an ‘old con* or other 
several sexual deviates” 


McPherson said he is a former 
gu ard, correctional officer and 
gu ard shift lieu tenant at the 
Penal (^omplex He has been in­ 
ju red a nu mber of times while 
helping control distu rbances at 
the institu tion

The Lincoln Star, as many newspapers, considers it the 
newspaper'.s responsibility to get papers to the carriers in good condi­ 
tion But because the carriers are not employes of the newspaper but 
independent businessmen, the new-spaper considers it the newsboy's 
responsibility to get papers to customers in a readable state 
The Lincoln Star provides plastic bags to the newsboys at a cost of 
50 cents per hundred. 
However. The Lincoln Star feels a subscriber is entitled to a good 
papc«r and will .send out an additional paper (free of charge) by 
messencer when a complaint is phoned in

ACTION: The problem isn’t half as confusing as the answer. 
Bill Strube. chief engineer for WOW-TV in Omaha, said there’s 
really no problem. 
FCC regulations require the cable television system in Lincoln 
(TV-Transmission Inc ) to protect the exclusivity of Channel lO’s 
network programming. This means that when 10 and 6 are broad­ 
casting the same network program, the cable system has to throw a 
switch and broadcast lO’s signal on both 10 and 6. 
When the programs originate locally, the switch is thrown the 
other way. and you receive both signals. 
However Strube noted that WOW has complained to the cable 
system about some laxity in getting the switch thrown back when the 
10 p m newscasts start. At times local news is broadcast on both 
channels in the cable system.

Diagramming the embattled 
area as a football field with a 50- 
yard-line border first between 
T3gypt and Israel and then 
between Syria and Israel, Lut- 
fiyya proceeded to give this 
reporter a play-by-play account 
of the war action so far 
Takes No Side 
Like a neutral sportscaster, he 
siiys he calls it as he sees it. "not 
siding with either side " 
Lutfiyya said he sensed that 
K.gypt was on the bfink of a big 
battle when that country 
attempted to renew diplomatic 
relations with the D.S. a few 
days before war broke out. 
•‘.Anyone with common sense 
could see it was a trick." he said. 


An Arab summit meeting held 
15 days before the start of the 
war was another elue for the 
Palestinian refugee, who had a 
premonition of the war lU days 
before it got underway. 


Egypt and Syria "learned a 
g«H»d lesson" from the 1967 war. 
believes Lutfiyya, who noted 
how the element of surprise 
worked successfully for the 
Egyptians this time 
On the third day of the war. 
Lutfiyya predicted that Israel

When it comes to a final 
prediction, Lutfiyya says he 
can't pick a winner. In this war,

"Somebody at some time has 
to give up or there will always he 
another war in that area," Lut­ 
fiyya philosophized 
But Lutfiyya s real concern is

‘Had It In Mind’ 
Aware of the hardships of 
the.se people, Lutfiyya "had it in 
my m ind” to become an 
American citizen when he came 
to this country in 1962 as a stu­

As an American i itizen he has 
been able to make two trips back 
to his native village of Beitin.

m iles northeast of 
Jerusalem on the Israeli- 
iH'Cupied West Bank, where his 
mother, brothers and a sister 
live.

For one thing, not m ore than 
one of those w riters, who saw the Nebraska-M issou ri 
gam e and agreed that the Bu skers wou ld rem ain ahead of 
M issou ri in the polls, is on the 5 6 -man v oting board . 


And the m ajority of those 5 6 are in areas su ch as the 
West Coast, East Coast, Sou th and Big Ten w here papers 
carry little m ore than scores on Big Eight games. 
Timing Important Factor 


Another im portant factor in the polls is tim ing —• it 
m atters not so m u ch that y ou win or lose or play a close 
gam e, bu t when y ou d o it. 


The w eekend tha t S ou thern Cal was tied by 
Oklahoma, 7 -7 , only a cou ple of other team s in the top ten 
won im pressiv ely , presu m ably ex plaining w hy the 
Trojans d id n’t d rop farther than from first to fou rth. 


For instance, that sam e weekend the Bu skers blew a 
gold en opportu nity to becom e No. 1 when they barely 
ed ged Wisconsin. 20-16 . 
No. 4 Michigan d efeated Nav y by only 14 -0, No. 6 
Penn State d efeated Iowa by only 27 -8, No 7 N otre Dam e 
topped Pu rd u e by only 20-7 and No. 10 LSU d efeated Rice 
only 24 -9. 


Voters cou ld hard ly ju stify d ropping the Trojans 
below those team s since the tie, after all, was against an 
Oklahoma team that was ranked eighth. 


On the other hand , the Nebraska loss, ev en if only by 
one point, cam e on a weekend when nearly ev ery other 
top ten team won big, presu m ably giv ing the v oters 
ju stification for mov ing ev ery one else u p and the Bu skers 
d own.

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Surface- To- Air Missiles Blunt Classic Tank Offensives

New York - The Middle East war is unlikely 
to produce new Pattons or Rominels because 
surface-to-air missiles have blunted the thrust of 
the tank-fighter-bomber team that since 1940 has 
dominated offensive tactics. 
r s and other military authorities concede 
that the collapse of either side would open the door 
to hell-for-leather armored thursts that 
characterized Field Marshal Erwin Rommel’s cam­ 
paigns in North Africa and iien (ieorge (’, Patton’s 
drive out of the Nirmandy bridgehead across 
bYance in World War II 


But the surface-to-air missile’s capability to 


neutralize the fighter-bomber has slowed the offen­ 
sive and led to something close to a stalemate in 
the critical Sinai battle. 


The Israelis acknowledged the importance of 
these missiles when they sent a task force, 
presumably commandos, possibly airborne, west of 
the Suez (’anal to attack Egyptian missile sites 
protecting the bridgehead and its lines of com- 
niinications 


Largest Action 
h’rom reports reaching Washington and Lon­ 
don. the Egyptian effort to break out of the 
bridgehead Sunday was the largest single action of 
the war involving approximately 400 tanks and 60.- 
(KM) infantry 


The attack failed to reach its basic objectives 


largely because Israeli tanks, artillery and anti-tank 
missiles were deployed on high ground to smash 
the offensive. But, sources pointed out, It is symp­ 
tomatic of the present war that having hurt the 
enemy — Tel Aviv claims the destruction of 220 
Egy ptian tanks — the Israelis were not in a position 
to follow up with successful armored attacks. 


The tank-fighter-bomber partnership defends 
for success on the aircraft’s ability to neutralize 
anti-tank guns and strong points in the armor’s 
path. The team’s effectiveness in the current 
fighting has been reduced, primarily on the Israeli 
side, by the SAM missiles, particularly the mobile 
SAM 6, that has knocked out Israeli fighter- 
bombers. 


The possibility of a stalemate on both the Sinai 
and Syrian fronts has emphasized the importance 
of material replenishment by the Soviet Ifnion to 
the Arabs and by the U.S. to the Israelis 
Arab Advantage 
Thus far the advantage is with the Arabs (ien 
(ieorge S Brown, the Air Force chief of staff, said 
in (’hicago that the Russians had moved in more 
than 5.000 tons of supplies in about .100 aircraft
